Last night I took my 38s outputting about 330mw and made my first QSO. 
WBORXF in South Dakota. I'm over here in Ohio, so that's about 900 miles! 
My signal report was not too good, but I had a QSO! 


All went together fairly easy. Before I hit the power switch, I checked in 
a few places to make sure of no shorts, looked over the board for bad 
solder joints, bridges, etc. and found nothing wrong. Fired it up, and 
nothing from the speaker. Hum, key'd one of my other rigs and got a loud 
tone but no static, no other stations, nothing. 


Looking around, Opps! I forgot R20 (I think that was the one) in the audio 
stage. Slaped that thing in yesterday morning, and alive it came. Now, lets 
see what happens when I key the thing. Wow, I got something coming out! Not 
pretty, but something. I simply tuned VR2 and with a little sensitive 
changes, I got a nice clean sinewave at about 330mw. 


Later I took a turn off of T1, and it is now more sensitive, and I do have 
two peaks, but one is very faint. I think I will take another off today and 
see what happens. 


Then yesterday afternoon I herd WBORXF calling CQ, and I replyed WBORXF

Hello good friends: 


Very basic question here, but if you've never had 
experience, how do you know? - 


What are "typical" symptoms of RF feedback in the 
shack? What does it look like, sound like, feel like? 


I think I have a problem, but not sure. Remember last 

week, I mentioned on 30 meters only, even at 5 watts, 

after abt 15 minutes of keying (20wpm), my FT-840's 
heatsink is warm (not burning hot, but warm) and the 
cooling fan comes on. Well, if I turn the power up to 

>10 watts, I notice a "buzzing" noise in my headphones 

when the rig is keyed. It's very faint, but there. Sort 

of hard to describe, but it doesn't seem right. Fuzzy audio 
might describe it better. 


Here's my set-up for those who think they might be able to 
help: 


FT-840 to tuner to 300 ohm twin-lead fed dipole up abt 30'. 
Everything in the shack is tied to a copper pipe on my desk 
via <2" copper straps. The pipe is then straped to an 8' 
ground rod out the window via a 1' long piece of strap. The 
shack is on the ground floor and ground rod is within 3' of 
the desk. No computer equipment is being used. 


I thought that maybe it was the 300 ohm feed line, but I 
don't get this buzz sound using my 300 ohm fed 40 meter 
dipole. Nor do I get this using the coax fed R5 vertical 
on 20-10. This only happens on 30 meters. 


One more clue: I get the "buzz" on 30m when using the 40m 
dipole with the tuner. So, the common theme is "something 
is amiss on 30m". Pity, too, as I like this band a lot. 


The problem doesn't affect my operating on 30, I'm just 
worried about hurting the rig. 


Somebody here mentioned that I might have a parasitic 
problem on 30m. Could this be causing the heating and 
buzzing? 


Sorry for the long ramble. Hopefully others might learn 
what to look for in RF feedback as well. 


Many thanks, gang!

As version 900 something of the lanai antenna struggle continues, I 
decided to try the terminated folded dipole. I scrounged a two watt 
carbon 390 ohm resistor from the junk box and added a second wire to 
my antenna that folds around my L-shaped lanai, 16 feet on one side 
and 18 feet on the other side. 


In the end, the antenna is a very flat loop of 24 gauge wire fed in 
the middle of one run, more or less, with parallel line made of two 
runs of coax into an MFJ tuner. At the end pole it is fanned out to 
40 inches as it turns around at the ends and heads back towards the 
center insulator. The resistor is approximately in the center more or 
less opposite the center insulator. 


At no point is the wire more than three feet from reinforced concrete 
and it is boxed in on three sides by floors, ceilings and walls of the 
lanai with a metal railing just below it. Hardly "free space". 


Two things were immediately obvious. First it was quieter than the 
Single wire dipole or other attempts at making a loop structure. It seemed 
to have a slight immunity to the RFI roar of the urban environment. 


Second it was MUCH broader banded! This was shocking. My MFJ analyzer 
sees the creature as self resonant about 14.6 Mhz, but unlike the heavily 
structure-influenced single wire dipole which is sharp as a razor and 
needs retuning every 5 Khz, this terminated version is happy across the 
entire 20 meter band and easily tunes to a 1:1 SWR with a very mellow 

and broad dip. 


It loads on 40 meters without any trouble, but attempts to transmit on 

it have so far failed. There is evidence that with difficulty it could 
even be forced to load on 80. If I had the 30 meter module for my TenTec 
it probably would load very well on 10 Mhz. 


The very first call on 20 meters, however, netted a response at 9:28 p.m. 
local time, much later than I have even heard signals on previous versions. 

In Japan I was getting a 439 report as the band was failing for me. I 

can hardly wait to try this out when the band is usually open to the point 
where my previous antennas were managing a few contacts. The fellow on 

the Japan end was running a dipole only about 10 meters up an using 100 watts, 
no linear or big beam. 


The antenna loads beautifully on 17,15 and 10 with no arguments or any 
funny hypersharp tuning required, making it a lot more pleasant to work 
with. I am very anxious to see if it is going to make contacts on 

15 and 17 where I have had my best successes. It is extremely encouraging 
that it appears to work on 20 meters. My lanai was suspected of having 
some mysterious 14 Mhz feeding gremlin that was soaking up all the 20 
meter vibes. There is an excellent chance the metal railing is self 
resonant at about 14 Mhz. 


Sigh, there is always the chance this is a freak contact it is all due to 
that wonderful acne that is starting to recur on the sun's face. 


But the very mellow tuning and extremely nice loading behavior of this 
T2FD version in such close proximity to reinforced concrete is in itself 
a real joy. 


My various other designs with loading coils, helical wound elements, and 
various wire arrangements have all suffered from critically sharp tuning 
and difficulty in loading due to the proximity of all that concrete.

I am not like the the QRO operator comments (why bother with the weak ones 
that make us strain to hear). 

I enjoy digging out the weak ones. And as Joe, AB7TT says some have better 
ears than others but its all in the human ear filtering. That just takes 
practice. I now on field day others have said "how did you hear that report"? 
well just experience. I learned by digging out weak DX in my days of QRO. 
Plus experience in Contests, digging out signals in very crowded conditions. 


Yes I have very good antennas but that is not the solution to all problems, 
weak signals still will be there. I've dug HP1AC and VO1DRB out of the mud 
on 40M. Or Tuesday nite in the WOCQC operation on 40m digging a few out of 
the mud . It may take 3-4 trys but usually I get the report. 

Try the beacon Stations like WA3NNA, Pete provides an excellant method of 
digging out a weak signal.

Oh dear, my biggest fear...a propagation question from the auroral region! 
:-( As you well know, you're in the worst possible place (tongue in 
cheek). 


A bunch of warnings have come in overnight, some in more of an english 
format! A quick summery: the sun threw off a chunk of itself, called a 
coronal mass ejection. this was observed by some satellite way out there, 
and they figure it takes around 3 days to get to us. When it hits the 
earth, it pushes the earth's magnetic field in a little...kind of like 
pushing on a balloon. This roils up the ionosphere, and can do a whole 
buch of things, good or bad. Auroral activity will increase. They don't 
have the timing or trajectory precisely known, so the exact timing isn't 
known...we'll know after the fact! 


Since the paths you'll be trying to work will be to the US it won't be as 
bad as polar path propagation. And, maybe it will be Very Good during the 
start of the storm, like we saw a_ month ago, with propagation around the 
world. Some of the guys here in Arizona were hearing their 1 watt cw 
delayed about 150 mS...round the world propagation!

An Earth-crossing solar coronal mass ejection related to a recent minor 
solar flare has been confirmed by recent spacecraft observations of the Sun.

Spacecraft observations of the Sun have confirmed the existence of a 
solar flare-related coronal mass ejection disturbance that is currently 
in-transit to the Earth. Impact with the Earth is expected on 04 April (or 
at the earliest, late on 03 April). This disturbance is not expected to be 
very intense, but it should elevate levels of geomagnetic activity 
sufficiently to produce potential surface charging related anomalies for 
geosynchronous spacecraft, particularly during the local midnight to sunrise 
satellite sectors. Similar charging anomalies may be observed on 
lower-altitude satellites with inclinations in excess of approximately 45 to 
50 degrees. Subsequent anomalies may result in electrical upsets. These 


conditions could persist through most of 05 April. Improvements are expected 
on 06 April as this disturbance passes and subsides.

What you describe is most likely a high pressure sodium street light 
somewhere nearby that has a bad lamp in it. This causes the ballast in these 
light fixtures to attempt to restart the lamp periodically. This is 
considered a "feature" of this type of light fixture to indicate that the 
lamp has reached its end of life. It does this with a voltage burst that is > 
1KV to excite the gasses in the lamp to the point that they will emit light. 
Can you say "Spark gap transmitter?" The result is not pretty to the 
shortwave ears. This noise can be transmitted for fairly long distances over 
the power lines, so the offending unit may not be real near by. Drive around 
the neighborhood at night and look for a light that is cycling on and off. 
Then find out from your local city hall (public works department) who is 
responsible for street light maintenance. Call them and give them the exact 
location of the light and request that it be fixed. Problem solved. I use a 
portable sw radio (RS DX390) to track down noise like this. Tune to the lf 
band (<500khz) and you will hear the noise real well.

Al, I replaced the final in my Sierra with a 2sc1306 that was a pull from an 
old 23 channel CB. ( The common cross reference is to a mrf 476 as mentioned .) 


The leads have to be crossed over ( collector is in the center ) , and the 
transistor sits up kinda high ( especially with the $ 2 radio shack heat sink ), 
but it barely gets warm @ 5 w out on 20 and 40 . 

I also get significantly more out on 17 m than the stock 3553 did. 


These transistors were designed to be used at 27 mhz and make good rf.

Following is a simple solution for a balanced tuner. While I use a pair of 
ganged rotary inductors, tapped inductors could also be switched with a 2 
pole multi-position switch (the inductance must be the same in each series 
leg). The variable capacitor (in the shunt leg) is a 250pF variable unit. 
The balun is made from large ferrite beads slipped over RG58 coax.
